Must Dismantle at Once. 

At Esquimalt tonight the navy men are con- 
fident the Corea will report within twenty- 
four hours. 

A commissioned officer of the Grafton said 
that if the Corea puts in here its case will be 
attended to in short order, hinting that the 


‘commander of the station has instructions 


already from the admiralty as to what to do, | 
and that the order wjll be to dismantle uncon- 
ditionally. 

H. M. 8. Shearwater is ashore on the rocks 
off the Alaskan peninsula and efforts to get 
it off have failed. It went on six or seven 
é-~s ago. The St-arwater is the British 


naval patrol vessel to guard British seal in- . 


terests in the Bering sea. It was on its way 
to Esquimalt, after spending some months in 
Bering sea and Alaskan waters. 


Corea Bought from Denmark. 
A Corea fotmerly belonged to the Danish- 
Russian East Asiatic Steamship company 
and was, according to a dispatch from Copen- 
hagen, Aug. 31, together with the same com- 


pany’s Kitai, equipped as a Russian aux- 
iliary steamer. The two vessels, it was 
stated, would be attached to the Baltic 


squadron. 
Orders the Lena to Disarm. 

Washington, D. C., Sept. 15.—Acting Sec- 
retary of State Adee today gave out a state- 
ment regarding the Russian ship Lena, now 
at San Francisco, saying: . 

“The president has today issued an order 
through the secretary of state directing that 
tne Russian armed transport Lena, mow 
at San Francisco, be taken in custody by 
the naval authorities of the United States 
and disarmed. 

Commander Requests Action. 

“ This action has been taken upon the writ- 
ten request of .he commander of the Lena, 
addressed to Rear Admiral Goodrich, set- 
ting forth that as the vessel is incapable of 
putting to sea without needful repairs it must 
disarm, and as«ing that needful repairs be 
permitted after disarmament.” 

The disposition of thecrew will be arranged 
for later, although. most of the members of 
it express the belief that they will be allowed 
to return home under parole.

For a time the king and queen thought of 
giving their first boy the title prince of Rome, 
but finally decided it wotild be tempting fate 
to do so. 

In the first place it would have given of- 
fense to the papacy at a moment when ef- 
forts are Being made to establish more friend- 
ly relations between the vatican and the 
Italian monarchy. 

In the second place the title “ Prince of 
Rome ”’ ig too strongly suggestive of “ King 
of Rome,” which was the title given by Em- 
peror Napoleon to his unhappy and short- 
lived son, whose story has been retold in the 
play of L/ Aigion.” 

Father’s Title Not Liked. 

The title of prince of Napl borne by 
Victor Emmanuel while crown prince, was 
} discussed, but it was not a popular title, by 
reason of its being in a measure usurped. 
since it served to call attention to the fact 
that the late king had taken advantage of 
the revolutionary movement of Garibaldi 
against the Bourbon king of Naples to annex 
the latter’s dominions to his own. 

The arrival of the heir will, it is feared, add 
bitterness to the feud existing between 
Queen Helena and the king’s cousin, the 
duchess of Aosta. 


Duchess of Aosta Disappointed.

Ald. Scully Discovers Blaze. 

The biaze was first seen by Aid. John Scully 
of the Thirteenth ward, who was passing, 
and he at once sent in an alarm. After wait- 
ing for the first of the fire companies to 
arrive he hurried with them to the ourning 
bullding and assisted in attaching the hose 
to hydrants. 

Phe building, a two story brick structure, 
which until a few months ago was used as the 
West Division High school, burned rapidly. 
and the firemen had hard work in keeping the 
flames from spreading to houses on Harrison 
street. Several times they leaped across 
the wide alley at the north of the burning 
building and attacked the rear porches of 
residences.

CHILDREN DEAF TO MOTHER’S PLEADING. 


**] Love My Babies and I'll Fight 
to Get Them.’’—Mrs. Sadie 
Smith. 


“We Prefer the Farm to a Mother 
We Don’t Know.*’—Smith 
| Children. 


“What are ‘ material advantages’ com- 
pared to a mother’s love? Is it right that 
strangers should have my children when I 
can give them a home and an education; when 
I need them and when I believe they need 

These questions were asked yesterday by 
Mrs. Sadie Smith, who on Monday was de- 
nied the custody of her,two eldest children 
by Judge Kavanagh. 

Mrs. Smith sat at the window in her “ fur- 
nished apartments ’’ at 5445 West Van Buren 
street, gazing out upon the dismal, rainy 
street. In her lap she held a picture of her 
children, the only picture she has ever had. 
Somewhere in the wilderness of the city the 
“ stranger ”’ held secure possession of her lit- 
the daughter, Ethel, and her 16 year old son, 
Harry, who spurned his mother in court. 


“ “T am their mother,” she said simply, 
» and they were taken from me. I have 
searched for them seven years, and now I 
may not see them.” 

Mrs. Smith is asmall, fraflwoman. Traces 
of suffering and iliness are written in her 
face and in her tired, brown eyes. But, 
though tired, beaten, apparently, she has 
not lost hope. 

will fight,”’ she said. ‘‘ I would sacrifice 
everything else in this world just to have my 
litle girl back with me. As for the boy, Iam 
content that he should choose for himself. 
When he sees his sister at home he will 
come, too. I bear him no Ill will for refusing 
to come with me. His mind has been pois- 
oned.”” 

Her tribulations culminating in this last 
fight for her children reach back to her mar- 
riage at the age of 17. She summarized her 
sufferings thus: 

June, 1896—Forced to leave her first husband, 
Milan K. Johnson, because of his cruelty and 
failure to support. 

June, 1807—Deprived of her children, Ethel, Harry, 
and Roy, by her husband, who, without her 
knowledge, sent them to the Ilinotfs Children’s 
Home and Aid society. Roy, the youngest, was 
sent to the home of Mrs. C. J. Dumeer in Elgin; 
Harry and Ethel were given in charge of Miss 
Nettie McMillan of Sparta, Il. 

June, 1898—Deceived into signing papers giving her 
husband a divorce on grounds of desertion; was 
induced: to make no claim for the children, and 
was kept in ignorance of their whereabouts. 


Then for six years, the mother says, she 
wandered from city to city, ill and penni- 
less, searching homes and institutions for 
her children, whom she wished to place with 
her parents in Macomb, Ill. Finding that 
they had been disposed of by the Chicago 
society, she was refused their address by 
Supt. Hart. 

When at last she located: them she was 
rebuffed by Miss McMillan. Her children, 
she says, had been taught their mother was 
dead, When the children were brought to 
Chicago under a writ of habeas corpus she 
was not allowed to visit them, and, she says, 
practically was ordered from their presence 
in the office of George B. Wall, 171 La Salle 
street, Miss McMillan’s attorney. Then came 
another blow when she was restrained by 
a writ issued by Judge Holdom from seeing 
the children from Saturday until Monday, 
when the case was called. 


The grounds upon which Judge Kavanagh 
based his decision allowing Miss McMillan 
to keep the girl were the superior material 
advantages afforded in the Sparta farm over 
the “ furnished rooms ”’ in the city. 

Mrs. Smith’s second husband is a carpen- 
ter in the employ of Fortune Bros.’ Brewing 
company. His wages are $22 a week. The 
home to which the children will be sent if 
Judge Dunne grants the mother’s appeal on 
Friday is a two room flat. 

In @ little alcove the remains of the noon- 
day meal were piled in confusion yesterday 
afternoon. The walls were hung with cheap 
prints, and on a center table stood a bunch 
of withered flowers. There was a gultar,a 
book or two, a few untidy fragments of wom- 
an's apparel, and the carpenter’s pipe. The 
carpet was faded and worn. 

“TI know this is a poor room,” said Mrs. 
Smith, “but I will furnish up a flat if my 
children come back. My husband is willing 
to support them, and I am sure we could live 
happily together, I have the best husband in 
the world.” 

Then, her restraint giving way before her 
anger, she bitterly scored her former hus- 
band and the present guardian of her chil- 
dren. 

“If I were a degenerate woman I would 
néver ask to see my children again. As it 
is, 1 will pitch a tent by the roadside in front 
of that farm and live on herbs and plants 
before I will live without seeing my girl. I 
saw her on Saturday, and she sat on my lap 
in perfect contentment. She asked me to 
give her one of my rings, and told me she 
loved me again. ‘Would you visit me for 
two weeks?’ I asked her. She laughed and 
kissed me and said she would.” 

In the meantime the children are with Miss 
McMillan and her brother Thomas, visiting 
friends. The case has excited the residents 
of Sparta, who side with Miss McMillan. 
W. M. Doyle, Chicago Opera House building, 
represents Mrs. Smith. 


' While their mother was in another part 
of the city bewailing the court order which 
denied her their custody, litth Ethel and 
Harry McMillan were happy together yes- 
terday in a well furnished apartment. They 
appeared untroubled by the contest being 
waged for their possession. 

Ethel was writing a letter to “ Grandma ” 


McMillan on the farm in Sparta, laboring, 


over it with painstaking neatness. Harry 
was seated in a big arm chair by the win- 
dow reading “ The Adventures of Tom Saw- 
yer.” 

‘Don’t talk so loud, Harry,”’ said the girl 
with a leving glance at her brother, “ Aunt 
Nettie is trying to sleep.” 

Ethel is an attractive girl, with the eyes 
and hair of her mother, Mrs. Sadie Smith, 
without the latter’s sharp features. She 
was. prettily dressed. At mention of her 
mother her face expressed trouble and some 
fear. A voice called down the stairway: 

‘Ethel, your aunt wants you.” 

A smile of affection and solicitude lit up 
the girl’s face. With a glance at her brother 
she hurried away. The letter she had left 
unfinished on the table in her haste, read: 

Dear Grandma—Don’t worry about us. We are 
coming home. No matter what she says she can 
never change me or Harry either. We want to 
come home, 

“That is the way, I feel, too,"’ said Harry, 
“I don’t remember my mother well, and I 
never saw my stepfather.” =, . 

‘ 

When the boy was told that his foster 
mother was accused of making a farm drudge 
out of him and of being a cruel woman with 
an ungovernable temper he lost his diffi- 
dence and said: 

“I love my home and the McMillans. It 
is untrue that they have ill treated us in any 
way. Uncle Tom is teaching me to do a 
little farm work, but I like it. A fellow 
couldn’t have a better mother than Aunt 
Nettie.” 

The boy did not appear like a farm drudge. 
His face is keen and Intelligent. He is big, 
and healthy, and clean. In his references 
to his mother he exhibited embarrassment 
and secret resentment. 

“I will tell you about my life on the farm,” 
he said. “I get up at 5 a. m. with my foster 
brother, who has been brought upthere. He 
is 26 years old and does not want to leave. 
Sometimes in the summer mornings I drive 
the milk wagon to the creamery in Sparta. 
I like to drive. I goto school after doing 
chores around the*house. This spring I 
passed the examinations into the high school. 
We take our lunch toschool. AtnightI play 
with the boys, split a little kindling wood 
after supper, and read until 8 or 9 o'clock. 
Thun they make us all goto bed. My room 
is good and clean. 

“They will not allow me to run around 


» the streets at night, and we have to go to 


church and Sunday school on Sunday. I 
belong to the mission society. Sometimes 
Ethel and I go to a party or a sociable. I 
have an air gun, and fishing tackle, and can 
ride the horses. I have a good time there 
and I don’t want to go to my mother.”’ 

Miss McMillan was ill. The strain of the 
court proceedings, and the fear of losing the 
children who have become dear to her, had 
brought a collapse. 

I should not have come to Chicago,” she 
said. “I was not well. But 1 could not bea 
to let them go alone. If I was sure that it 
was a mother’s love which this woman felt, 


1 would give up the children, no matter how 


much suffering it caused me.’’ 

“And she would do it, too,” said Thomas 
MeMillan, her brother, who had accompanied 
the party to Chicago. “ She is that kind 
of a woman.” 

The foster mother is 50 years old. She 
taught school during twenty-five years in 
Sparta. 


McMillan, a big, good natured farmer, is at 

a loss to understand the motives of Mrs. 
Smith in her demands for the children. 

“She does not look to me like a heart 

broken mother,” he said. ‘ She never even 

cried when she found her children. There 


seemed to be more anxiety to stir up trouble ° 


than anything else. 

*“ When the man came to take Ethel to Chi- 
cago she ran out behind the barn and hid. 
I found her there sobbing. She is fond of my 
sister, and a sweet and affectionate gir), 
When her mother came three weeks ago to 
visit her, she nearly went into a spasm of 
fright. She clung to my sister, sobbing, and 
could hardly be induced to enter the room 
where her mother was waiting. After she 
had been with her mother awhile she quieted 
down, but said she would never leave us. 

**In Ethel’s fear of her mother I read some- 
thing hidden in the childish mind. Her 
mother stole her once away from the house 
of her husband's parents in Prairie City, Ill. 
She remembers still, I believe, the terror of 
that night in the storm. -When she finally 
Was recovered -by her father the people of 
the town got up a concert to send her and 
her brother to the Home society in Chicago.” 

According ,to the evidence in-the case as 
presented in court Mrs. Smith deserted her 
husband in June, 1996. After two years he 
secured a divorce on grounds of desertion. 
She made no defense.

‘I believe the board of education should 
give to some of its children who.cannot af- 
ford to travel an opportunity of seeing some 
of the points of interest In this country,” 
said Mrs. Keough yesterday. “ Traveling 
is a great force in modern day education 
and there are many pupils with a record of 
high scholarship whose financial position 
prevents them from availing themselves of 
this opportunity for mental growth.” 

Mrs. Keough declared that her plan to 
have pupils of the public schools sent to St. 
Louis to represent the board of education 
on a float on Chicago day was‘intended 
as a stepping stone in the establishment of 
the traveling scholarship fund. ' 


Beauty Contest Not Required. 

A beauty contest will not be held to deter- 
mine what teachers shall represent “‘ Chi- 
cago,” Columbia,” and a “ School Teach- 
er’’ on the school board’s float.

“GRAFT” IN DEPARTMENT. 


end Patrelmen the Petty,” Asserts 
the Rev. James H, MacDonald of Law 
and Order League, Which Will 
Fight Crime—Declares Violations of 
Law Are Winked At—Chief 0’Neill 
Assails Reform Organizations. 


As a preliminary to the crusade against 
crime and vice in Chicago, which the Law 
and Order league will organize this evening, 
a divergence of opinion concerning the hon- 
esty and efficiency of the Chicago police force 
has arisen between Chief O'Neill and one of 
the league's workers, the Rev. James H. 
en pastor of the Oakland Methodist 
church. 

In discussing the need of a new reform 
organization to cOmbat crime, both the 
chief and the pastor spoke freely. The pas- 
tor made his first detailed criticism of the 
police department. 

Charges “Graft” in Department. 

“The league expects to do a great work in 
suppressing crime and vice in Chicago, and 
will have its hands full if it accomplishes its 
purpose,”’ said Mr. MacDonald. There is 
no doubt, to begin with, that the police de- 
partment is not all that it should be. It is 
the league’s plan to call the attention of the 
department to flagrant evils by appointing 
vigilance committees from all the churches 
and making them censors of conditions in 
their own neighborhoods. 

“For one thing, there. undoubtedly is a 
good deal of ‘graft’ in the police depart- 
ment. Officers in charge of stations are get- 
ting the big graft, and policemen who travel 
beats and come in direct contact with law- 
breakers get the petty graft. The result is 
that crime and vice flourish where they 
could be exterminated. : 

“ How can this be proved? I admit it is 
a hard matter. I have known of cases where 
violations of the law were winked at by 
members of the police department for a con- 
sideration. but I must admit I would have 
a hard time proving it. A great deal of care 
is taken to cover up such practices. 

“Another fault with the department is 
that all sorts of evil resorts are permitted to 
flourish in the absence of direct orders from 
commanding officers to close them. The 
feeling seems to be that such places should 
not be molested until public opinion becomes 
too strong to permit them to remain open.” 


‘Chief Attacks Reformers. 

‘Chief O'Neill was informed of this state- 
ment, after he had announced that he would 
be “pleased to have the assistance of the 
Law and Order league in making Chicago a 
moral city.” 

“The reverend gentleman's charges are 
altogether too general,”’ he declared, * What 
is needed is less hot air and more facts. If 
there is grafting in the department, I will be 
happy to have him tell me of it, and I will see 
that charges are preferred against the guilty 
per-ons as soon as he names them. 

“The trouble with the average reform 
movement is that, instead of being a crusade 
against crime, it degenerates into an attack 
on the police. Rarely is anything accom- 
plished. It was only recently that a band of 
reformers induced the city council to spend 
months in investigating the department, and 
the results of that investigation were so 
trivial as not to deserve mention. : 

Calls Reform a Fad. 

“Reform has become a fad in Chicago. A 
lot of enthusiastic men get together and 
plan a series of meetings where eloquent 
speakers tell how lawlessness prevails 
throughout thecity. Then anew reform club 
is organized. The officers discover an at- 
torney and the attorney discovers one or 
two private detectives. The attorney and 
the detectives assume sole charge, and pro- 
ceed to attack the police department. 

“I shall be pleased to codperate with any 


reform organization that really is sincere and | 


acts in a practical manner.”

YACHT CAPSIZED IN LAKE; 
NO TRACE OF CREW FOUND. | 


Steamer Finds Nameless Uraft North of | 


Waukegan, and Indications Are That 
_the Occupants Have Been Drowned. 


A nameless capsized yacht, found in the 
lake yesterday and brought to Chicago, is 
believed by boatmen to indicate that the 
crew has been drowned. The fact that the 
sails were set is held as additional proof. 

The steamer Virginia sighted the craft 
when just north of Waukegan and five 
miles from shore. The capsized boat was 
several miles further out in the lake. With 
ths hope that the nmrembers of the crew might 
be clinging to the upturned hull Capt. Pardee 
immediately made full speed for the wreck. 
A small boat was rowed close to the yacht, 
but there was, no sign of life. 

The wrecked craft is of the “ sidewalk 
type, 16 feet long, and is painted white. One 
side of the railing was torn away, apparently 
in the struggle to keep the boat afloat.

Two hundred and six children of school 
age, who want to go to work, have applied 
for certificates that the law requires, since 
the central office in the Security building 
was opened on Monday. 

Seventy-five appeared yesterday, accom- 
panied by their parents or guardians. The 
room was crowded all day. It was the great- 
est number of applicants since the depart- 


spector Edgar Davies in conjunction with 
public and parochial school authorities. 


Three-fifths Are Bohemians. 

Old certificates from the public school were 
held by 156 applicants.

ERIE IS CREDITED 
WITH NEW MOVE 


New York Reports Acquisition 
of Pere Marquette and 
Allied System. 


AROUSES TALK OF PLANS. 


Considerable excitement was caused yes- 
terday in railroad circles here by a report 
from New York that the Erie had acquired 
or is to purchase the Pére Marquette, with 
the entire Cincinnati, Hamilton and Dayton 
system. The story appeared.plausible to 
many, because such a deal would tend to 
conserve the community of interest in cen- 
tral and trunk line territory. As an inde- 
pendent. system the consolidated Pére Mar- 
quette, and Cincinnati, Hamilton and Day- 
ton were in a position, it was asserted, to 
stir up considerable strife and keep the rate 
situation in an unsettled state. 

It was asserted that the arrangement by 
which the present Cincinnati, Hamilton and 
Dayton system was formed by the recent 
purchase of the Pére Marquette was never 
intended to be a final disposition of either, 
but was brought about to facilitate the sale 
of both by forcing their purchase by one 
of the New York trunk line systems. 


Refused by the Vanderbilts. 

It is known that an offer of the Pére Mar- 
quette was made to the Vanderbilts before 
its consolidation with the Cincinnati, Ham- 
ilton and Dayton, but was declined on ac- 
count of the price being deemed too high. 
The opinion was freely expressed that it 
could be purchased in the future at a figure 
considerably less than the offer. , 

The purchase of the Pére Marquette b 
the Hamilton and Dayton evidently grea 
ly displeased the Vanderbilts, and the friend- 
ly relations existing between these roads and 
the Pére Marquette prior to its absorption 
by the Cincinnati, Hamilton and Dayton 
have become strained. It was due to this 
feeling that the Vanderbilts recently ter- 
minated the arrangement by which the Cin- 
cinnati, Hamilton and Dayton ran its trains 
from Toledo to Detroit over the tracks of the 
Michigan Central. 


President Sends a Denial. 

As neither the Cincinnati, Hamilton and 
Dayton or the Erie railroads have head- 
quarters in Chicago no information regard- 
ing the alleged deal could be obtained here. 
Last evening, however, a dispatch was re- 
ceived from Cincinnati stating that Eugene 
4immerman, president of the Cincinnati, 
Hamilton and Dayton, said there was no 
foundation for the report and that the Erie 
was not connected with the recent merger. 

While this disposed of the report that the 
Erie had secured control of the Cincinnati, 
Hamilton and Dayton—Pére Marquette sys- 
tem—the opinion is expressed by railroad 
officials here that negotiations are in prog- 
ress between the Pére Marquette-Cincinnati, 
Hamilton and Dayton interest and the Erte 
by which the two former roads will secure 
an outiet into trunk line territory and to 
New York over the Erie instead of the New 
York Central. 

Friendly relations between the Brie and 
Cincinnati, Hamilton and Dayton have ex- 
isted for years. Under a traffic arrange- 
ment between them the Erie has found a 
goed outlet to Cincinnati. It therefore is 
natural te suppose that the Cincinnati, Ham- 
ilton and Dayton interests are ready to em- 
brace the opportunity to make a strong con- 
tract with the Erie to give the Pére Mar- 
quette an outlet from Buffalo to the Atlantic 
seaboard. 


Considers Shippers’ Complaints. 
The Central Freight association at its 
meeting here yesterday considered the com- 
plaints of Minneapolis shippers that the can- 
cellation of the 20% cent rate on grain from 
the Twin Cities to the Atlantic seaboard 
places them at a great disadvantage. The 


- through rate was cut off nearly a month ago 


because of the clamor by Chicago shippers 
that milling in transit privileges should be 
allowed at Chicago on grain from Minneap- 
clis. Instead of doing this they decided to 
do away with the through rate and add the 
174% cent figure from Chicago to New York 
to whatever rate the Chicago-St. Paul lines 
may make. ) | 

Ii was not deemed advisable to rescind that 
action, as it was “up to” the Chicago-St. 
Paul lines to adjust their rates to Chicago 
so as to give the Minneapolis shippers as 
good a figure as they had before the change.

St. Louis, Mo., Sept. 15.—[Special.)—St. 


figures will be as shown in the official count, 
eclipsed all previous admission records at 
the world’s fair. Varying estimates were 
given by officials of the exposition ,who are 
in touch with the attendance situation, and 
these depended more or less on the degree 
of optimism of the estimator. 


Total Near 400,000. 


The average of several of the estimates 
given unofficially by those who should be in 
a position to know would place the total at- 
tendance of the day at about 300,000 recorded 
admissions. By 6 o'clock this evening it was 
known that at least 200,000 paid admissions 
had been recorded at the Lindell entrancs 
alone, This count would include coin, sou- 
venir tickets, and season coupon admissions. 

Half a million tags to be distributed at the 
gates to those who entered on paid admis- 
sions were printed. Of these more than half 
were distributed. Many of them had been 
given out before today with the advance 
sales of souvenir tickets. While the pass 
gates were all open today as usual, the man 
or woman who had the temerity to use them 
was at times subjected to embarrassing re- 
marks. 

Repeaters in Evidence. 


One cause of the long delay at the gates was 
the frequency of repeating on the part of 
many of the visitors. It was no uncommon 
incident for a visitor to walk up to a pay gate 
or coin stile with a handful of money or 
tickets and thrust them at the gateman with 
instructions to drop ‘em all 

At the Lindel! entrance a world’s fair direc- 
tor was waiting his turn to enter behind a 
citizen. When the citizen reached the coin 
stile he handed the gateman twenty half dol- 
lars and told him to count them allin. The 
exposition director had 15 half dollars, which 
he was about to have counted, but not to be 
outdone, he determined to raise the citizen. 
Losing his turn and golng back to the change 
booth, he obtained 10 more half dollars, and 
after another wait he handed them to the 
gateman to be dropped in the slot. 

The spirit that endeavored to make of St. 
Louls day the greatest of all days at the fair 
was rampant, and neither time, trouble, nor 
expense was spared. It is known that atone 
of the entrances there were 34,000 “ repeat- 
ers recorded. 


Makes ‘“‘Chicago Day” Plans. 

“ Chicago day,” Oct. 8, will be one of the 
greatest at the St. Lohis exposition, if the 
Chicago executive committee can accomplish 
its purpose. It met at the city hall yester- 
day for the first time. 

Instructions were given to the transporta- 
tion committee to take up with the railways 
the question of a reduction in rates, and to 
find the number of persons that can be car- 
ried safely. Information as to accommoda- 
tions will be given by the St. Louis authori- 
ties, and this will be made public in advance. 
A bureau of information is to be established. 

The exposition will be asked to print special 
tickets, with detachable coupon, which will 
be taken up, leaving the cards as souvenirs, 
These will be placed on sale at several places 
in Chicago. 7

Siren Whistle Causes Panic. | 


A tree was blown down and fell across a 
valve of a siren whistle at the Pennsylvania 
hospital and opened it. The screech of the 
whistle caused a panic in the hospital. One 
patient died of shock. 

An old elm tree in Independence square, 
there when the declaration of independence 
was signed, was destroyed. Trees and litter 
cover the streets. Thousands of windows 
were broken and damage to property was 
great all about the city. 

For twenty-four hours the rainfall at Wil- 
mington, Del., was 5.95 inches, exceeding all 
previous records. The wind reached a ve- 
locity of seventy miles an hour. Through- 
out Wilmington trees were uprooted and 
houses were flooded. The steeple of St. 
Paul's Catholic church was partly destroyed. 
Reports from Delaware are to the effect 
that all crops were ruined and that all fruit 
trees were stripped of their fruit. At Farn- 
hurst a landslide blocked trains for several 
hours. 

In Baltimore William Norton was killed by 
a live wire blown down by the wind, and an 
unknown man was @rowned in the bay by 
the capsizing of his boat. The rainfall was 
nearly six inches. 


Deluge in New York. 

New York, Sept. 15.—The storm heré 
amounted to a deluge, and was most severe 
this afternoon, when trolley cars came toa 
standstill. Elevated trains stopped, and 
traffic of all kinds was paralyzed. Trees, 
fences, and wires were blown down. There 
was considerable damage in Jersey City. 


Schooners in Collision. 

The schooners, Hattie V. Kelsey, coal laden 
from Newport News for New Haven, and the 
Helen H. Benedict, from Norfolk, for New 
Haven, with coal, were in collision off Sandy 
Hook. The Kelsey sank almost immediately. 
Ite crew of seven men were rescued. The 
Benedict, which lest its bowsprit, was towed 
to this city. . 

A big lumber laden schooner was wrecked 
about a mile north of Center island. The 
crew of feur men were rescued. The Spind- 
thrift, a sloop yacht, was driven ashore on 
the Meadows in Oyster Bay. 


Damage in New England. 

Boston, Mass., Sept. 15.—The storm dam- 
age in New England was heavy. Fifteen 
boats were driven ashore or damaged near 
Newport, R. I. The fishing steamer Joseph 
Church was wrecked in the sound. Capt. 
Leeman and his crew of twenty-one were 
rescued. 


Five Drown Off Florida. 


Jacksonville, Fla., Sept. 15.—Capt. Ingham 
and the crew of the Clyde line ship Huron 
rescued three of the crew of the fishing smack 
Grey Eagle of Charleston yesterday and 
brought them here today. Five were drowned 
when the boat capsized. 


THREE DISASTERS GN LAKES. 


Barge Burns Near Port Huron, Cana- 
dian Schooner Is Wrecked, and Gil- 
christ Craft Goes Ashore. 


Port Huron, Mich., Sept. 15.—While on its 
way up Lake Huron in tow of the steamer D. 
Leuty at noon today, the barge Gardner was 
found to be on fire. The crew was taken off 
by the Leuty and the burning boat soon went 
to the bottom, seven miles above Sanilac. 
As the wreck lies almost directly in the path 
of vessels it is a menace to navigation. The 
Gardner was owned by John C. Pringle of 
St. Clair, Mich. 


Schooner Dashed to Pieces. 
Kincardine, Ont., Sept. 15.—The Canadian 
schooner Singapore, bound from Tobermoray 
to this port with a cargo of lumber, today 
was dashed to pieces near the entrance tothe 
harbor during a gale. J. C. Sutherland, who 
owned and sailed the vessel, his wife and 
three children, and the crew of five men were 

rescued. The boat was not insured. 


Gilchrist Steamer Ashore. 
Cleveland, O., Sept. 15.—The steamer C. C. 
Hand of the Gilchrist fleet is reportedashore 
on Madeline island, Lake Superior. The 
steamer was bound down with iron ore. The 
steamers Neosho and Mars have been sent 
to the assistance of the stranded Boat. 


BRIDGE BURNS, SEVEN VICTIMS. 


Fire Apparatus and Crowd Precipitated 
Into Lake During Fire at Still- 
water, Minn. 


Stillwater, Minn., Sept. 15.—The bridge 
across Lake St. Croix caught fire today, and 
when the fire apparatus and the crowd at- 
tempted to cross it. it fell into the water. 
about twenty feet below. Two persons were 
killed and five injured. 


Five Children Burn to Death. 
Columbia, Ky., Sept. 15.—Five children 
were burned to death and their parents, Mr. 
and Mrs Jesse Sapp, were fatally injured at 
Rolly, Ky., near here, today. All were sleep- 

ing when their farmhouse caught fire.

SWEPT BY FIRB 


LOSS OF $500,000 ALONG THE 
WATER FRONT. 


Dynamite Usell to Blow Up Buildings in 
Effert.to Check Spread of Flames— 
Sudden Shifting of Wind Chief Fac- 
tor in Saving Entire Business Dis- 
trict—Launches Brought Into Serv- 
ice to Aid in Rescue—Girl Killed and 
Fireman Fatally Heart. 


Halifax, N. 8., Sept. 15.—A fortunate shift 
of wind saved Halifax from destruction by 
fire today. Nevertheless, the city suffered a 
loss of $500,000 in the business part of the 
water front, and the progress of the flames 
was only staid by the dynamiting of a dozen 
buildings by the sailors from: the fleet and 
soldiers from the garrison. 

The tire consumed six wharves, two coal 
piers, two hotels, a dozen warehouses, and 
a number of retail shops. 

During the fire a large tree fell, killing 
Flora Ring, 28 years old, and wounding two 
others. 

One fireman was fatally injured by a live 
wire, while another was badly burt by fali- 
ing siate. 

The burned district, which covered about 
two acres, was one of wooden buildings 
three and four stories high, many of them 
Built years ago, when Halifax mefchants 
dealt heavily in fish. The buildings were 
saturated with fish oil and burned flercely. 

Crowds of people who had rushed down 
Smith wharf found themselves hemmed in, 
with the fire on one side: and the harbor on 
the other, and all had to be taken off by 
launches from the warships.

RABBIT AN ISSUE 


FOR POLITICIANS 


Cullom Faction in Sangamon 
County Threatens the 
102 “Shepherds.” 


ARE AFTER YATES SCALPS 


Now Purpose to Take Local Fight 
Before Republican State 
Committee. 


Br’er Rabbit and Molly Cottontail are 
threatened with a hard winter, and their 
troubles have their origin In a political fight. ° 
The “rabbit shepherds,” their legal guar- 
dians, who also conatitute the most formid- 
able machine the present state administra- 
tion possesses, are the objects of an attack 
arising from the Sangamon county contest. 

Cullom men declared yesterday that unless 
they were recognized as constituting the reg- 
ular republican organization in Sangamon 


county they would carry the game law into | . 


the courts and have it declared unconstitu- 
tional, thus wiping out 102 state positions. 

Richard Sullivan, county treasurer of San- 
gamon, chairman of the Cullom committee, 
and Secretary Robinson, with an attorney, 
laid their claims before State Chairman Roy 
O. West yesterday and will take the case be- 
fore the state committee today if they can 
get past the doorkeeper with it. Incidentally 
they threatened the game law and the “ rab- 
bit shepherds” with destruction and prom- 
ised other kinds of trouble in case the Yates" 
committee is not unseated in favor of the 
Cullom followers. 

Duplicates Wisconsin Mixup. 

In the county contest, the state committee 
has a duplicate in miniature of the fuse the 
national committee has in Wisconsin. A 
meeting of the state organization has been 
called for today and the Cullom men in San- 
gamon have taken advantage of the occasion 
to force the issue. 

In the primary fight the Cullom faction was 
known as “the Hamlin crowd,’ and the 
state convention recognized the Yates dele- 
gates. Now it is a contest between Cullom 
and Yates for the control of the county look- 
ing forward two years to the senatorial 
contest. ; 

The state committee had adhered to the rul- 
ing of the state convention, and Gov. Yates 
even secured the position of secretary of the 
state committee for the chairman of his 
Wheeler. At the congressional conference 
held in Springfield six weeks ago the Cullom 
men tried to get a hearing, and State Chair- 
man West politely but firmly refused to be- 
lieve that they were alive. The courts in 
Sangamon county decided the Cullom county 
ticket was the regular republican ticket and 
threw out the Yates men. 


Committee Is “Breathing Threats.” 


Now the Cullom committee ts knocking at 
the door of the state committee again and 
breathing threats In case of a “ trun down.” 
The game law is the principal object threat- 
ened. Sullivan informed Mr. West that the | 
jaw contained a flaw, in that it permits a 
land owner to shoot on his own property. A 
man who has six feet of land, it was ex- 
piained, might shoot a rabbit which hap- 
pened to stop long enough on that six feet, 
while the hunisman who didn’t own the land 
would be obliged to stand by and watch the 
slaughter without being able to take part. 
This is class legislation, in the opinion of the 
Cullom men, and, therefore, unconstitu- 
tional. 

Republicans are not losing sleep over the 
fate of the rabbits which may be deprived 
of their guardians, but Sullivan believes they 
will hesitate to sacrifice 102 state positions. 


Appeal vrobably in Vain. 


The probabilities are that the threat will 
prove vain. The state committee professes 
to be unconcerned about the fate of the 
shepherds,”’ and it is probable that 
the Cullom committee will receive the same 
ceremonious black eye today that It “ went 
against ’’ before and that it will be allowed 
to depart and accomplish such destruction as 
it may be able. 

It is explained that any defects in the 
game law can be corrected by the legislature 
before the case could get to the Supreme 
eourt and that no serious damage could be 
done, even if the administration should re- 
gard the loss of the “ rabbit shepherds ”’ as 
serious. 

During the primary fight some of the“ shep- 
herds “ sprang into fame with peculiar finan- 
cial systems. Several developed the plan 
of hiring rigs from themselves and charging 
the rent to the state, a method which did not 
meet the entire approval of the administra- 
tion.

has come into existence. It will cost this 
year $20,000,000. The farmers who have 
had the postoffice brought to their doors will 
not say that the money is being wastefully 
used. Neither wil] their city cousins, who 
~ hayé long had their letters delivered at their 

homes and offices. 
«Bight years ago the farmer had to go to 
thé colintry postoffice for his Jetters, papers, 
and magazines. if hé lived at a distance, 
and the weather was too bad, or he was busy 
In acai fields; th® maif had to lie in: 
theoBe@., AGtimes beahd his family were 
thé In 1897 the rural 
freerdelivery experiment was tried on a 
scale. Forty-four routes were estab-. 
lished at ¢ cost of $40,000. | 
The experiment proved a success, and in. 
1900 there’ were 1,276 routes. There are 
24.560, Two-thirds of the territory 
of theUuited States uvaildble for rural free 
ng sutiiciently dense popula- 
tion—now. has that service. The people of 
the-districts to which it has not yet been 
eftended are noring for it, and will get 

isdntended to take care of 100: 
families. Consequently, there are now 
ahout-2.456,000 families for whose members 
the isolation of farm life has ceased: They 
are In’cléser touch now with the business, 
the political, and educational world. They 
get the market and other news of the day 
promptly. They can buy and sell to better 
advantage, The young men and women ure 
less inclined to rush off to the city, for coun- 
try life has become less monotonous. 

Tf it is not a proper function.of the post- 
office department to deliver and collect mail 
for am increasing number of farmers, then 
the present administration, which has ex- 
tended the rural free delivery system rap- 
idly, is censurable, and has been extrava- 
gant in spending so much money onit. Is 
the extra money spent on rural free deliv- 
ery'a part of that extravagance which Judge 
aes and Mr. Davis promise to correct ?

DENEEN AND PRIMARY REFORM. 

George Bernard Shaw, in his “ Maxims of | 
a Revolutionist,” says: “ Democracy sub- | 
stitutes election by the incompetent many 
for appointment by the corrupt few.” 

This is misleading when taken by itself | 
for the reason that the many become less 
and less incompetent the more they exercise | 
the right of suffrage. 

But sometimes they do not really exercise 
the right of suffrage. In Illinois, for in- 
stance, Mr. Shaw’s maxim wonld become 
perfectly and absolutely true if it were put 

“ Supposedly democratic institutions are 
sometimes so devised that the bewildered 
many do nothing but elect the men already 
appointed by the busy few.” 

Mr. Deneen is showing himself a states- 
man by making this fact his main issue in 
his campaign for governor. “If you elect 
me and also a republican legislature,” he 
said day before yesterday, “ and primary 
reform is not then accomplished, I shail con- 
sider my administration a failure.” 

The primary laws of Illinois at the present | 
time are so devised that public officials are 
in innumerable cases appointed by the busy 
few. Shall we therefore have less democ- 
racy? Not if Mr. Deneen is elected. He 
proposes more democracy. His plan is to 
give the bewildered many a better chance. 

Why are there only sixty candidates, 
counting both republicans and democrats, 
for the fifty-seven places to which Cook 
county is entitled in ¢he lower house of the 
next Ulinois general assembly? Because 
the bewildered many did not have a chance. , 
The delegates to the conventions which nom- 
inated the legislative candidates were ap- 
pointed by the politicians. This appoint- 
ment was merely ratified by the voters. The 
delegates were not pledged to any candidates 
mentioned to the voters. The voters could not 
make their preferences felt. In fact, they 
had no preferences. The whole game was 
taken out of their bands. On primary day | 
they voted blindly for delegates whom they : 
did not know. On election day they will vote 
blindly for candidates whom they do not’ 
know, nominated by the delegates whom 
they did not know. 

It ought to be impossible for a delegate 
to go to a convention without carrying with 
him instructions from the voters who send 
him there. If every delegate is pledged the 
voters know what they are doing, Other- 
wise they might as well stay at bome. 

One way of preventing the delegates from 
running the conventions to suit themselves is 
to abolish both delegates and conventions. 
In that case a man who wanted to become a 
menrber of the next legislature would go

CONSUMPTION IN sCHOOLS. | 
De. 8. A. Knopp, a high authority, out- 
lined recently in an address before the Amer- 
icaw Academy of Medicine at Atlantic City 
some of the means which ought to be adopted 
by public school officials and teachers to 
prevent the spread of consumption among 
pupils. The school building should be on a 
high point where the air is good. There 
should bé connected with it either a large 
playground or a roof garden. The rooms 
should be kept cool and well ventilated. A 
gymnasium every public school should have, 
and, if practicable, a swimming tank, and 
regular exercise should be obligatory. Pre- 
cautions should be observed against overtax- 
ing boys and girls at the critical period when 
they are verging upon manhood and woman- 
hood. “When the weather is good classes 
should be heard frequently in the open air. 
Pupils of every age should sing a good deal, 
The German army authorities haye of late 
much encouraged singing while marching as 
an, effective means of repelling pulmonary 
troubles and raising the general health and 
vigor of their troops. Tuberculous children 
are removed from French, German, Italian, 
and Dutch schools and placed in public sani- 
tariums, where they are both treated and 
fed, and Dr. Knopp advocates the adoption 
of a similar plan in this country. . 
In the census year 1900 the people who 
died of consumption in the United States 
numbered 110,059, more than were carried 
off in the same yearby appendicitis, railway 
accidents, diphtheria, grip, cancer, and 
typhvid combined. Any and all measures 
which promise to check the mortal ravages 
of the “great white scourge” are worth 
trying almost regardless of cost. 


THE FRAUDULENT PROSPECTUS. 

The fraudulent prospectus is the subject 
of complaint in two interesting suits begun 
this month, one in New York and the other 
in Baltimore. In both cases the defendants 
are, banking institutions which attempted 
to unload on the public securities which 
were by no means so valuable as the pros- 
,pectuses described them as being. 

In the Baltimore case the plaintiff is a 
woman, who was ifduced to buy some of 
the’ bonds of a consolidated street railway 
system in Nashville, Tenn. The trust com- 
pany which had charge of the flotation of 
the stocks and bonds is accused of having 
made deliberate misrepresentations. The 
plaintiff alleges that it hid the fact that 
some of the franchises of the road were 
about expiring; that the sum paid by the 
promoters for the properties, which they 
capitalized at $13,000,000, was only $1,873,- 
000; and that the $1,000,000 of bonds pro- 
fessedly reserved to extend the system really 
was reserved to make mach needed repairs. 
Nearly the entire issue of bonds, says the 
plaintiff, was unloaded on the “ confiding 
investing publie of Baltimore,” to the great 
pecuniary injury of that public. 

In the New York case a national bank 
sues a trust company which, by a dereptive 
prospectus, had induced it to become one of 
the underwriters for the United States Cot-

LTHOUGH two years have elapsed 
* since Andrew Carnegie placed at the 
disposal of Queen Wilhelmina ef the 
Netherlands the sum of nearly $2,000,- 
000 for the censtruction of a building 
at The Hague to be devoted to the use of the 
International Tribuna! of Arbitration there, 
yet not a single step hae been taken towards 
the execution of the project which the great 
American-Scotch ltronmaster had in view, 
The Dutch people have always been known 
es phlegmatic and deliberate in their move- 
ments, but in this particular instance they 
have surpassed themselves, and neither the 
queen nor the government has fulfilled the 
offer to find a site on wkich to erect the so- 
called “ Palace of Peace.” | 

It was at first propo.ed that the building 
should be erected at the entrance of the park 
of The Hague, to the rear of the Malieveld. 
But this did not meet with the approval of 
the population, who strenuously objected to 
the alienation of any part of the park, which 
is one of the glories and the pride of the 
Dutch metfopolis. It was thereupon sug- 
gested to erect the building in the little 
woods of Scheveningén, near the sea shore. 
But this proposal was likewite rejected, on 
the ground of its distance from the city. 
Then, lastly, it has beén suggested to devote 
the deer park, at the extremity of Koelgan, 
at The Hague, to the Palace of Peace: But 
here, again, the people of The Hague and its 
municipality oppose the idea, basing their 
objections on prerogatives which they hold 
by virtue of a royal charter granted in 1576. 

There the matter remains, and there is no 
prospect in sight of the realization of Mr. 
Carnegie’s project—namely: a palace to be 
Cevoted to the sessions of the International 
Tribunal of Arbitration, and to the greatest 
library in the world on the subject of inter- 
national law. It is possible that in the end 
he may become so much disgusted by the 
treatment to which he has been subjected In 
the matter that he may withdraw his gener- 
ous offer. 


King Edward's action in attending mass 
while at Marienbad, on the occasion of the 
emperor of Austria’s birthday, has aroused 
no end of criticism not only among his Prot- 
estant subjects but also on the part of a cer- 
tain element of Roman Catholics. It is true 
that he had on several. occa: ions previously 
attended nuptial and requiem masétes. Bu. 
this was the first occasion of his being pres- 
ert at an ordinary high mags, and, to make 
matters worse, the British ambassador, Sir 
Wrancis Plunkett, who is a Roman Catholic, 
s:oo% at his side to find the right pages for 
_ in the manual, “The Garden of the 

ul.” 

While the Protestants object to his attend- 
ing the mass at all, and Insist that it is con- 
trary not merely to the spirit but even to the 
letter of the British constitution, which he 
solemnly swore to observe, a number of Ro- 
man tholics are manifesting offense at his 
oe to kneel during the elevation of the 

ost. 

But those who take exception thereto ap- 
parently ignore the fact that he attended the 
mass at Martenbad in the uniform and In the 
capacity of aw Austrian fleld marehal; that 
is to say, as a soldier, and that soldiers, by 
common cu:tom in all Catholle countries, 
stand upright at the most sacred moments 
of the mass. even the pope’s own soldiers re- 
fr-aining from kneeling when his holiness 
celebrates mass. Whatever else may be said 
about King Edward, he fs most strict on the 
subject of etiquette, and he certainly would 
never have attended mass at all, unless he 
had made up his mind to conform with the 
cbservances that are required on the part 
those present. 


While Edward VII. was at Marienbad the 
other day, he received a visit from the Ser- 
vian minister of foreign, affairs, concerning 
which a considerable amount of secrecy was 
ob erved, and which had for its object to 
urge the King two resume diplomatic rela- 
ticns with the court of Bpigrade. It is said, 
that the king held out pects of complli- 
ance with the request as soon as ever Col. 
Mashin, the ringleader of the conspiracy for 
the assassination of his sister-in-law, Queen 
Draga, and of her husband, King yg nag 
now Geciaredé to be imminent. 
‘The crown and crown of 
Montenegro, the latter by birth a duchess of 
Mecklenburg-Strelitz, are to be at 
the coronation of King Peter, who is their 
brother-in-law, next Wednesday, and I hear 
that Queen Helen of Italy has prevailed upon 
her husband to send his.cousin, the count of 
Turin, to represent him at the ceremony. 
Possibly, too, Prince Ferdinand of Bulgaria 
may attend. 
The insignia of royalty with which King 
Peter will be invested consists of three ob- 
jects: a crown, a scepter, and an orb, all 


| three made of bronze, taken from a cannon 


used by the Servians at the time of their first 
insurrection against the Turks, more than 
100 years ago. The scepter is adorned with a 
diamond of 14 carats, which formerly figured 
on the scimiter of the first of the Kara- 
georgeviches. 

The anointing of the king will take place 
a week later, on Sept. 27, at the historic 
monastery of Zitcha, which was founded in 
the twelfth century by Servia'’s patron saint, 
Sava. A peculiarity about the church of the 
monastery is the extraordinary number of 
its walled up entrances. It was in that 
church that the former czars of Servia used 
to be consecrated in the middle ages, and 


. whenever a ceremony of this kind took place 


a special entrance was made in the wall, by 
which the sovereign entered, and it was im- 
mediately bricked up as soon as the cere- 
mony was over. Students of history may re- 
member that when King Louis XIV. and the 
Infanta Maria Theresa of Spain were mar- 
ried at the church of San Jean de Luz in 
France, a doorway for them was cut in the 
same way in the walis of the church, by 
which they made their solemn entry, and it 
was bricked up as soon as they left the 
edifice. 


Since writing the other day about the fail- 
ing health of the Austrian emperor, I learn 
that he was conspicuous by his absence from 
the famous chamois drive at Traunstein, 
which only takes place once in every three 
or four years, and which until now he has 
never missed. Greatly to the sorrow of all 
present the imperial special train from Isch] 
arrived without the venerable monarch, his 
place being taken by his two 80ns-in-law, 
Prince Leopold of Bavaria and Archduke 
Francis Salvator, whose wives are with their 
father at Ischl. More than threescore chamois 
were killed. But the satisfaction which 
would otherwise have been caused by the 
success of the drive was overshadowed by 
the gloom resulting ffom the emperor’s ab- 
sence, and by the indication which they fur. 
nished of the truth of the rumors which have 
been current concerning the condition of hig 
health.

legation at Washington when his father, Sir 
Edward Thornton, was at its head. Edward 
Thornton, who, like Sir Edward, bore the 
title of count de Cassilhas in the peerage of 
Portugal, and had received the permission 
of the English crown to make use thereof 
has just died at Guatemala, where for the 
iast three years he had been stationed as 
British minister, with a salary of $10,000 a 
year and allowances.

\ Frederick William’s wooing. They 
were enjoying a cup of tea, after an 
automobile ride, he and the Duchess 
Cecile of Mecklenburg-Schwerin, at her 
home when he put the supreme question. 
What the royal suitor said is nominally a 
secret, of course, but princes are only flesh 
and blood (Louise of Coburg says), and, 
therefore, most men and every woman can 
guess pretty accurately at the language em- 
ployed. 


Prince Loves Wisely. 

It has been said that it is a love match. 
Whether or not it is one, it is certain that 
there are strong reasons for the marriage, 
outside of the views of the two young peo- 
ple. The match ts a pleasing one to the 
emperor because it will unite the royal fami- 
lies of Denmark, Great Britain, and Ger- 
many, and through other marriages those of 
the Netherlands and Russia. The@mperor 
has long desired te bring these fa into 
closer relations. . 

The Duchess Cecile Augustine Marie was 
born on Sept. 20, -1886, and is just a few 
days. short of being 18. She has been brought 
up simply and so far little has been seen of 
her. 

She is a tall, slight girl, and has light 
hair and brown eyes. She is not what might 
be called pretty, but has a bright face 
and a vivid complexion, and is of sprightly 
demeanor. 

For many years 6he has lived outside of 
Mecklenburg-Schwerin. Her education has 
been one that will fit her for the station in 
life she is to occupy. She learned the du- 
ties of housekeeping just as the daughter 
of any country gentleman would. She is 
fond of riding and driving and speaks 
English and French perfectly and Russian 
well. 

For a youngster the crown prince has quite 
a lot to shoulder in the way of names and 
titles. His full name is Frederick William 
Victor August Ernest. 


“Put Through Sprouts” as Boy. 

He was born in the marble palace near Pots- 
dam on May 6, 1882, and is consequently 
in his twenty-third year. He is a slightly 
built young man, somewhat taller than nis 
father. He is as fond as his father of out- 
door sports, and he has shown that he 
possesses artistic tastes, which he doubtless 
inherits from his grandmother, the Empress 
Frederick. 

The home life of the prince was managed 
on by no means a luxurious scale. As soon 
as he was able to begin his studies he was 
obliged to study constantly. He rose punc- 
tually at 6 a. m., summer and winter. At 
7:30 he breakfasted with the empress and 
his brothers, and this meal consisted of tea 
and bread and butter. 

Lessons began at 8 o'clock. The course 
of study was a severe one, and foreign 
languages, especially French, were ground 
into him. At 9:30 a second breakfast was 
served, and then’ more lessons, a military 
drill and exercises followed until 1 o'clock, 
when luncheon was served. 

After luncheon there was a short time 
spent in recreation and then more study, 
This time science and music, until 6 o'clock, 
when supper was served. After supper therg 
was allowed one hour for recreation, and at 
7:30 the young prince went to bed. 


A Dare Devil Ride. 


As soon as the crown prince was able to sit" 
on a horse he hada pony of hisown. He isan 
accomplished rider and something of a dare 
devil when bestride a horse. He gave an ex- 
hibition of his horsemanship some time ago 
when he was taking a company of recruits 
from his regiment at Potsdam to show them 
the sights in the palace. He led the way. 
mounted on his horse, through the beautiful 
gardens of Sans Souci, and then rode the 
horse up the long flight of steps leading into 
the little palace. 

There are some 200 of these steps. and al! 
the spectators watched his performance with 
astonishment. When the head of the steps 
was reached he dismounted, conducted his 
party through fhe different rooms, and ex- 
plained the objects of interest. 

The German princes have always been al- 
lowed to romp and play, and the emperor 
himself would play with them at times. The 
emperor, too, thought well of giving the 
princes opportunities to become acquainted 
with hmportant personages about him. 

It was the custom to have the princes come 
into the dining ball after Juncheon to meet 
the guests. The crown prince and his broth 
ers would then be introduced and chat with 
the ministers of state, diplomats,.or gen- 
erals, who might be present. 


Full of Fun and Mischief. 


The ¢rown prince as a boy was full of fun 
and mischief. In later years the same quall- 
ties have at times got him into serious 
scrapes. 

Once when a distinguished visitor had audi-. 
ence with the emperor, so the story goes, the 
crown prince noticed that the visitor before 
being ushered into the emperor's presence 
compressed his opera hat and laid.it on a 
chair.in the ante-room. The hat was a nov- 
elty to the prince and he examined it and ex- 
perimented with it. 

Some time later the Rev. Dr. Dryander,’ 
court chaplain, called to, see the emperor. 
He wore a new tall hat and left it in the ante- 
room. 

The crown prince happened to b« near with 
his younger brother Eitel. He at once etart- 
ed an investigation of this hat. He remem- 
bered the way the opera hat collapsed and 
tried to compress the chaplain’s hat in the 
same way. 

His efforts were not entirely successfyl. 
and then he ordered his brother to sit on it. 
The command was promptly obeyed. and the 
court chaplains hat much resembled a pan- 
cake when Dr. Dryander recovered it.

With the wheat 
market on a rampage in the last two days, it 
has been next to impossible for mills to quate 
a price on flour that would hold; hence they 
have dropped out of the market, as. have 
buyers, and business has been checked to a 
great extent. Meanwhile mills are working 
on old centracts.”’ 


~The action of local cash interests in de- 
claring their independénce of the lowa Grain 
Dealers’ association, which has been trying 
to boycott farmers, elevator companies; and 
dealers who buy grain of them, is said to 
have stirred the regular dealers into the 
contemplation of a counter blow.

The American stock was acquired on the 
basis of $200 in bonds for $100 in stock and 
the Continental on a basis of $100 in bonds for 
$100 in stock. All but $225,450 of the Ameri- 
can common stock and $17,000 of the Con- 
tinental were thus acquired.

The outstanding American Tobacco com- 
pany 8S per cent preferred ($14,000,000) and 
$31,077,500 of, Continental Tobacco 8 per 
cent preferred were left undisturbed. It 
should be stated, however, that $16,767,100 
of Continental Tobacco preferred in addi- 
tion to preferred referred ‘to above is held 
in the treasury of the Consolidated company.
